Four Desperate Prisoners at Rawlins, 
Wyo., Took His Weapons and 
Escaped. 


RAWLINS, Wyo., April 20.—Four men

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Coroner McCracken Seeks to Establish 
That He Has a Better Right to 
Sonny Brooks’ Remains Than 
Undertaker Domhoff. 


For probably the first time in the history of 
Illinois a replevin suit, institued by a cor- 
oner to obtain possession of a dead body, is 
on trial in Hast St. Louis. 

The hearing was begun Saturday morning 
in Judge George A. Boyne's court. 

When Sonny Brooks, a negro, dropped 
dead at East St. Louis Wednesday, his 
body was sent by Supervisor of the Poor 
John Wheeler to John F. Domhoff’s morgue, 
in the belief that Brooks had received med- 
ical attention from City Physician Henry 
Topham. But Dr. Topham had not treated 


him, and consequently refused to issue the 
customary burial permit. 

Coronet McCracken made a demand for 
the body, as he destred to hold an inquest 
at the Benner & Brichler Co.’s morgue, but 
Domhoff ignored it, saying he was acting 
under the supervisor's orders. 

A writ of replevin was then secured, and 
Constable Harry Thompson served it on 
Domhof?f, who permitted him to carry away 
the body to the place designated by the 
coroner. 

Both parties to the suit say they will con- 
test the case to the court of last resort. 
They are fighting for principles, they say, 
and will not yield until the issue is decided 
by the highest eourt having jurisdiction.

BUYING CITY MULES DISGUSTS 


AFTER TWO WEEKS’ EXPERIENCE 


SUPPLY COMMISSIONER MEIER 


— 


Says Dealers, Until He Announced He Would Not Consid- 
er Any But Good Animals, Offered Him the 
Worst They Could Find in the Market, 


Supply Commissioner Fred C. Meler, who 
purchased five mules for the Workhouse 
Friday, after making three attempts to se- 
lect suitable animals, hopes that the city 
will not soon need any more mules. He con- 
siders mule-buying, especially for the city, 
an unmitigated nuisance. 

“I would rather buy 20 horses any day 
than one mule,’’ said Commissioner Meier. 
“When I advertised two weeks ago for five 
mules, I had no idea of the trouble that 
was ahead. 

“The first bidders brought their offerings 
direct to the Workhouse for me to examine. 
There were three batches of eight animals 
each, and, after 1 had looked over the 
bunch, I felt like telling their owners to 
take them to the reduction works. Such a 
pitiful lot of mule flesh I never saw before. 
The prices were cheap, or would have been 
if the animals had n worth anything. 
But I believe some of them were 50 years 
old. Every one of them had been ‘bishoped’ 
by these sharp fellows that fix horses’ and 
mules’ teeth, but no amount of that work 
could hide the fact that they were old and 
decrepit. Not one of them could have Stood 
a month of the kind of work the city re- 


“The next time I went to the East St. 
Louis stock yards. I saw a better class of 
animals, but it was impossible to pick out 
five suitable ones. Al! these mules had 
been through the teeth-fixing process, and it 
was impossible to tell how old they were. 

“The third time I gave notice that if I 
did not find suitable mules I wouid throw all 
bids out and make a new advertisement. 
This brought the dealers to time, and, 
when I went to the stock yards the last 
time, they presented a fairly good class of 
animals to select from. 

“Some persons have read so much about 
the purchase of mules for American and 
British armies that they think buying mules 
is as eaSy as buying cabbage. I have found 
that these mule dealers consider the army 
officers a ‘good thing,’ and work off all their 
old and worthless stock on them. Only 
rarely does an army officer know anything 
about mules, and the commiesar epart- 
ments of armies are overstocked with 
worthless beasts. These handlers of the 
Missouri.and other mules have not had a 
chance at any army officers lately, and that 
may be why they tried to work off such a 
job lot on the city of St. Louis.”’ 

About 125 mules are owned by the city, 
most of them being used in connection with

PATIENTS MUST LIVE IN CITY{HEIBS NAME HOT ON LIST 


Health Commissioner Starkloff Seys 
Insane Asylum Will Make This 
Condition to Admission. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff says the 
action of Gov. Dockery in vetoing the ap- 
propriation voted by the legislature for the 
support of state patients at the City Insane 
Asylum will: result in a closer scrutiny of 
applicants for admission to that institution. 

“In future,’’ said Dr. Starkloff, ‘‘we shall 
refuse admission to the asylum to every 
person who is not a resident of St. Louis 
except in cases where the condition of the 

rson is such as to make it a necessity 
n the interests of humanity that the city 
should furnish shelter for the patient. Even 
then, we shall try to see that the state 
— charge of the case as s00n as pos- 
sible.”’ 

The health department frequently finds it 
difficult to determine the place of residence 
of demented vagrants, and, in these cases, 
it is found necessary to send the afflicted 
persons to the asylum and keep them there 
indefinitely. Dr. Starkloff believes, however, 
that enough cases can be sifted out and 
sent to the state asylums at Fulton, Ne- 
vada and Farmington to lessen greatly the 
cost of maintaining the city asylum. 

Dr. Runge, superintendent of the asylum, 
will be notified of the health commission- 
er’s wishes and asked to co-operate in an 
effort to limit accommodations by the asy- 
pt to those actually belonging to this 
city.

Shan Si Will Not Be Invaded Unless a 
a Necessity Arises. 

PEKIN, April 20.—Dr. Mumm Von 

Schwartzenstein, the German minister to 

China, in order to allay the excitement 


reigning here and doubtless abroad, has 
made a statement in which he declares 
that the expedition under Gen. Von Lessel. 
now proceeding westward from Pao Ting 
Iu, does not contemplate the invasion of 
Shan Si. 

“The facts,’ said Dr. Mumm “Von 
Schwartzenstein, “are these: Gen. Lu. with 
an undetermined number of troops, is in- 
trenched in the neutral ground, where, by 
agreement, no troops were to remain.

Why, then, is no note taken of the growth of 
arbitrary government? 

True, these acts are in the colonies which are yet under 
military control. and the constitution may not apply. But the 
habit is contagious. We may well consider whether despotism, 
established in Manila and Cuba, may not be gubtly insinu- 
ated by imperceptible degrees in the administration of the 
The question cannot be sneered away.
